SHin lawyer's fin# 
files sex-abuse suit

The brother and the partner of 
slain Carpentersviile lawyer Timo- 
thy McNamee, who have said they 
consider an Algonquin police offi- 
cer and a former officer to be 
prime suspects in the unsolved 
June 3 murder, have filed a $96 
million lawsuit on behalf of a cli- 
ent who accuses the former officer 
of repeated sexual assaults against 
him. 

■ In the suit, the piaintilT, Stephen 
Noble, 21, of Algonquin, asks 548 
million in damages from former 
Algonquin Police Sgt. James 
Welander, alleging that he repeat- 
edly forced him to participate in 
sex acts and submit to nude pho- 
tography. The suit says Welander 
threatened to see that Noble 
would be sent to prison if he failed 
to comply. 

Thorn McNamee, the slain 
' lawyer's brother, and attorney 
1 Timothy Mahoney, of the law firm 
McNamee & Mahoney Ltd., have 
speculated that the murder might 
be connected to what they call the 
two men's contempt for Timothy 
McNamee, who had been investi- 
gating Welander's conduct. The 
suit also asks 512 million in dam- 
ages from LL Steven Schinkei, the 
Algonquin police officer who, the 
suit charges, tried to cover up the 
alleged sex offenses. 

"I can't say at this time that 
. these cops murdered my brother," ' 
Thorn McNamee told a City News 
Bureau reporter after the suit was 
filed last* week in McHenry Coun- 
ty. "But these are the police offi- 
cers my brother told me to look at 
if anything ever happened to 
him." McNamee declined to dis- 
cuss the suit with The Tribune. 

Law-enforcement sources said 
that the continuing investigation 
into the killing of Timothy 
McNamee is focusing on drug 
traffickers in Kane County. Tele- 
phone records already have been . 
subpoenaed by a grand jury, 
sources said. 

Several people named in Noble's 
lawsuit were contacted by The 
Tribune Tuesday, but most had 
- not seen the suit and none would 
comment Welander could not be 
reached for comment. 

The suit seeks 524 million from 
Algonquin's former mayor, Ray- 
mond Bangert, now of Venice, 
Fla., charging that Bangert rein- 
• stated Welander to patrol duty . 
after a former police chief, re- 
sponding to similar charges 
against Welander, gave Welander a 
desk job. 

It also asks 512 million from 
former Village Trustees Susan Jol- 
iu, Michael Gibbs, Marion 
Prachar and Richard Dammycr 
and from James Rumsa, who still 
sits on the board, because, it 
alleges, the board allowed the offi- 
cer to go back on patrol with • 
knowledge of his alleged actions.

Timothy tycNamee was found 
fatally shot in front of his law* 
firm. Investigators from the Car- 
pentersviile Police Department, 
the FBI, the Illinois State Police's, 
Department of Criminal Investiga- 
tion and Illinois Atty. Gen. Neil 
Hartigan's office are continuing to. 
follow leads. ' ; 

The new suit has angered' 
Weiander's friends. 

"If somebody is right about 
what's going on, then something 
should be done," said Rick GiV 
son, co-owner of Algonquin* 
Towing, where Welander has- 
worked since resigning from the' 
Algonquin force in March*- "But if 
somebody is..wrong. you're dc«* 
stroying a human being and the 
Village of Algonquin." 

According to Mahoney, Timothy 
McNamee was investigating 
Welander when the officer re- 
signed. And months before 
McNamee was killed, Mahoney 
said, his partner worried that the* 
two men were plotting to "set him,, 
up* and had spread malicious 
rumors about the attorneys** 
Mahoney said Welander. and: 
Schinkei are close friends. 

The events referred to in the 
lawsuit allegedly occurred between. 
December, 1981, and December; 
1986, after Welander found Noble,, 
then 15 years of age, and his girt-.' 
friend parked in a "lover's lane 1 '* 
area. The lawsuit said Welander^ 
threatened Noble with arrest for 
statutory rape if he did not coop* r 
erate with him. 

Noble, contacted at his home: 
Tuesday morning, said he did not 
report the alleged incidents to offi- 
cials sooner because "I didn't fed. 
that there was anybody I could* 
trust at the (police) department" » 

"There was nobody to- turn to at 
the time," he said. - ^ 

When Welander quit the police* 
force, he- went to work for the: 
same firm that employed Noble: » 
Algonquin Towing. Noble quit nisi 
job there Nov. 15, Gibson said.
